OPIUM TRADERS' WILES. 

A SlireAvd Plan to Get the Contraband 
Drug into the Hawaiian 
Islands. 

Consigrnmeut from Victoria Seized, ami 
also a Well Concealed Lot 
From Hongkong-. 



San Fbanoisco, April 11,— The Customs 
houae ofSoers were kept buay seizing opium 
this morning". In all 920 five tael tins were 
secured. In eveiry case the stuff was moat 
ingeniously hidden, and in one case was dis- 
covered only by accident. A big seizure 
was made on tho steamer Queen, which got 
in this morning from Puget Sound porta, 
Aa soon as the vessel docked. Deputy Sur- 
veyor Ruddell and Inrpeotors Holmes and 
Clarke took charge of the baggage and oar- 
go. Trunk after trunk and caao ofter caao 
was opened but nothing was found. Finally 
two cases inarkrd "Rev. Father Mendolin, 
Molokai, H. I,," were reached and a pauao 
was made. Tho shipment was consigned to 
John D. Spreckola Broe. Co,, and tho way 
l)ill described the contents as "books and 
clothiut; valued at fS.j." Rev. Father Men- 
dolin in pricat in charge of the Hawaiian 
leper sotLlcmcnt on tho island of Molokai, 
and the cases were to bo forwarded to him 
by one of Sprcckels Bros. ' ateamers. At first 
Deputy Surveyor Ruddell was inclined to 
paea tho cascj without search. They were 
innocent looking, and the contouta were 
marked " Books and clothing" for lepera. 
lie half turned away hut changed his mind. 

We may aa well take part of tho cover off," 
said he to Holmes. Itwasdono. Thoneatand 
uniform manner in which the hooks and 
clothing were packed, aroused his suapiciona 
and a thorough search was mode. Under 
the top picking, six smaller boxes were 
found andwhonthey were opened 100 five tael 
tins of opium wore found in each. Tbe second 
case was opened, and it was also found care- 
fully packed. Only two boxes oontainicg 
100 tins each were found in it. Tbe rest of 
the apace was taken up with books and 
clothing. An investigation of tho 
ship's manifests was made and two 
cases were found to have been ship- 
ped by 0. MoNiffe of Victoria, B. G. 
The intention was not to sell the opium in 
San Francieoo, Here they would only make 
a profit of about §5 per pound, but in Ha- 
waii, whoro tho drug ia worth §-10 per 
pound, tho profits would bo enormous. Had 
tho cases passed tho customs houso ollioiala 
hero tho chancea are thoy would havo passed 
muster in Honolulu ond would thus have 
been safely landed. While the scarohera on 
th-3 Queen were busy tho inspectors on tho 
Belgic wore not idle. Inspector McGinnis 
was walking paab a few mats of 
rice and run his steel prod into 
ono of them. It struck something hard, 
and ho at once opened tho mat. Snugly 
hidden in it were five of the beat twenties 
of the best Hong Kong opium. A rigorous 
inspection was then made of the entire 
cargo, with tho result that 100 tins were 
found. Chinese bad done tho packing and 
there was aome one in San Francisco evi- 
dently in tho ring who would have put the 
marked bags in a certain place when they 
were to be taken ashore. This seizure has 
put the inspectors on the qui vivc, and iu 
future every mat of rico thut ooaes from 
China or Japan will be searched. 

THE QUEEN IN FLORENCE. 

.Sho Lunches With King Humbert and Queen 
Hargherlta. 

FLonENOE, April 11,— Queen Victoria to- 
day drove to tho I'itti palaco, whoro she 
took luncheon with King Huniborb and 
(Jueen Margherita, Sho was accompanied 
by Prince Honry of Battonborg and his 
wife, Frinoeas Boattioo. The luncheon was 
Borvod upon a sorvige of solid gold. King 
Humbert, Quoon Margherita and their eld- 
est son, tlio Prince of Naples, return to 
Rome to-night.

Wasiiinoton, April 11.— Tho Sonato 
oommitteo on foreign relationa this morning 
diecuaand a number of questions that have 
been referred to it, the greater pikrb of ' the 
morning being consumed in a tal^'relative 
to tho publication of tho papers sent the 
Sonato by the President ooncorning the 
finding of tho Court of Arbitration on the 
fur seal question. 

Mr. Morgan was directed to have the 
documents printed, but they will be with- 
hold until the arrival of tbe two protocols 
that are missing. This brought forward tho 
Behring Sea matter again in committee, and 
much of .the discussion was in answer 
to a query aa to whether or 
not _ the mere proclamation of the 
President to sealers was aullioient, or if it 
should not bo supplemented by some action 
on tho part of Great; Britain. There 
appeared to bo a diversity of opinion upon 
thia subject, but tho majority of the com- 
mittee thought tho proclamation of tho 
President of the United States was ample, 
.Thia order was received by Socretury 
Carlisle this morning from tho President : 
" Tho aorvicea of tho revenue outtera now 
cruising on the Pacific station being re- 
quired by the government for temporary 
duty in connection with tho U. S. naval 
forces in Behring Sea during tho coming 
season, please direct the commanding offi- 
cers ot auoh veaaels as may bo available for 
thia service to report by telegraph to tho 
Hon. Secretary of the Navy for duty, as he 
may aefcign thorn," Tho Bear, Rush and 
Corwin will bo asaigned to thia duty. 

London, April 11.— Sir Charles Russell 
explained that cloueo 7 of tho Behring Soa 
bill now before Parliament, and about whioh 
there has been some discuaaion between 
America and England, doea not give tho 
commander of a cruiser sole judgment as to 
tho capture of a sealer in respect to having 
received notice of the passage of the aot,nor 
authority to decide finally whether a ship 
should be seized ; such questions will be de- 
cided by theoourtaf ter tbe seisnre of the ship. 
If a ship sailed withoub having received 
notice her detention thereafter would ba 
sufTicient warning that she was transgrcas- 
ing tho law, and aho would bo liable to ita 
penalty if she continued pelagic fishing after 
having been detained. It ia the belief that; 
the number of vessels thot have received 
notice is so small that the British govern- 
ment has taken meaaures to notify sealers of 
tho law. 

Mr. Bowles, Conservative, will ask tho 
government in tho houso on Tiiuradcy for 
tho actual terms of Canada's agreement in 
regard to the Behring Sea bill, especially aa 
to whether Canada attached a compensation 
condition for Canadian sealers. 



POSITION OP SILVER. 

Views of Indian Currency Association— Ger- 
many Iilkelv to Call an International 
CoDgreBS. 

Calcutta, April ll.-^The Indian Cur- 
rency Association has asked the Govern- 
ment if it intends to uae ita authority to 
borrow largo amounts of atorling silver. 
Tbe association cloima tho cxerciso of this 
power by Government would ensure the 
succsas of tho ponding currency legislation. 

Berlin, April 11. — Tho recent speech in 
the Reichstag by Count Poaodowski is re- 
garded by German bi inotallists as indicating 
the intention cf the Government to call a 
conference to disouea c. plan for fixing tho 
price of silver by a treaty agreement be- 
tween the countries interested and tbe issu- 
ance of international silver certificates. 



TORONTO TOPICS. 

Ontario Redistribution Bill-Order of lletUo- 
dist Deaooneases— Formation of a 
mining Institute. 

Toronto, April 11. — (Special] — The 
Ontario redistribution bill gives Toronto, 

Hamilton and Ottawa an extra member 
each. With these additions there will be 
ninety four members in the Houao. 

Tho initial steps for tho foundation of a 
Methodist Deaconessos' home, were taken 
up last night at a meeting hold in the Metro- 
politan church.

A Prohibition. InfldeUOrator LodKed In Jail In 
Kentucky— Tbe 'Unco Gnid and Ilaaor ' 
- Hen Comb liiB^j ' " 

Lexinoton, Ky,, April.ll;,^O. E. Moore, 
the prohibition infidel orator of the^ Blue 
Grass Blade, has been rndlcted for blasphemy 
and he is now in the Fayette Jail, His in- 
diotmenb is the first of Its kind in the state 
and is causing a great deal of excitement. 
When Moore learned yesterday that tho 
grand jury had brought in two true bills 
against him, one for blasphemy and the 
other for nuisance, ho called at the ahurifFs 
ofHco and save himself up, refusing to give 
bonds. He was sent to jail, from which 
place he intends to publish his paper. To a 
reporter Moore said : 

" No, I will not give bonds. The law haa 
no right to prevent me from giving expres- 
sion to my opinlona on religion. Xhe par- 
ticular charge for which I am imprisoned ii 
for saying that Jeaua Christ was a man ex- 
actly like I am, and had a human father 
and mother, exactly like I had. Some of 
the pious call it blasphemy. Tho facts are 
that soma two weeks ago Bev, Mr. South, 
gate, a Metbodinti minister, prayed for the 
rain to fail oa 'uhe Catholies and Irish who 
were celebrating St. Patrick's day, The 
preacher did not like my oritiolsm ol him- 
self, and went before tbe grand jury and 
bad me indiotod." 

About a year ago Editor Moore attacked 
tho members of the Christian oburob at 
Paris, Ky., and was indiotod by tbe Bour- 
bon county grand jury, tried and sent to 
jail for a time. Ho odltod his paper and 
continued bis attacks upou the members of 
tho churcn, exposing the whiskey traffio of 
membora, remarking on one occasion that if 
he waa asked to boro a hole in tho spot near- 
est to hell flro ho would plant hia derrick in 
front of that church. 

Ho was waylaid at a lonoaomo atation by 
four monibera of tho church, who tried to 
scuro hini, bat ho oamo back to Lexington 
and exposed them in his paper. Ho will not 
fight, and ao declared. His paper is won- 
derfully sought after, going to every quarter 
of tho globe, on account of hia careleaa way 
of writing. Hia trial haa boon sot for tho 
July term of court. 

KEMEMBERS WASHINGTON. 

A Woman who Shook Hands With tho Father 
of his Country— llcr Family 
burrouudiugs. 

Zanesvllle, 0., April 11.— In a comfort- 
able farm hoase five miles west of this city 
Mrs. Elizabeth Addison Williams was cele- 
brated yesterday the lOGth anniversary of her 
birth. The farm house Is pretty well crowd- 
ed this morning, for within its walls there 
are gathered in reunion six of hor children, 
fifteen grandchildren, twelve groat-grand- 
children, fifteen great-great-grandchildren, 
to say nothing of some fifteen or 
twenty of the next degree of descent. Mrs. 
Williams, whose maiden n.ame was Addison, 
and who was tbe daughter of John Addison, 
waa born In Sussex county, Delaware, and at 
an early age came to Ohio with her paronts, 
mttking tbe trip overland, tbe vehicles 
in which they rode being drawn by oxen. 
While en route westward she stopped at an 
inn where General Washington was being 
entertained, and she says she shook hands 
with bim. In 1804 she married John Wil- 
liams, and twelve children were born of the 
union, six of whom are living, the oldest 
being 79 years old and the youngest 59. 
Mrs. Williama last year designed and oom- 
plotod what she terms a Ceutennial quilt. 
She Bleeps about aixteen hours a day and 
«njoya frtquont indulgences in smoking a 
pipe of home cured tobacco. She is atill 
vigorous, walks about the room, and onjoya 
the use of all her faculties, and that of viaion 
particularly well. Her daily diet is plain, 
and the old-fashioned corn pone is greatly 
relished by her.

TROUBLES IN CHINA. 



Imperial Troops Uopeatedly Defpated 
by Hillmen of Warlike lustiucts 
and Hardihood. 



American BaptiBt Mission Attacked by 
a Mob— Tliey Are Forced 
to Betire. 



According to nowa received from Nan 
Cliang, capital ot Kian^Hi, says the N. 0. 
Daily News, Ivtiluo Ilui men are giving 
trouble again in that province, as well as in 
some of the border distriota of Hnnan and 
KwBngtnDg. This !b aoobnnted for by the 
auooesBea that have met the enforta of the 
aociety in the latter proviuco, whoro in 
Chaochou Iho Imperial troops, armed with 
the best of weaponn, have been repeatedly 
defeated. The new risings were made by 
preconcerted arraogementa ; one in the dis- 
trict of Liahaien, Hunan province, border- 
ioe Eiangai, and the other in the. hill die- 
txicta ,of Nanyungchow, Kwaogtang pi^ov- 
Ince, also bordering Ktangsi ; whilia a sub- 
■idiary movement of the aoolety hag alio 
talion place in the department of 
Nanan, Kiangsi, which a nolgh- 

borinK district to Nanynngi^how. All 
these risinga began in the. latter, narb of 
January last, or about the end of 'the last 
Chincae year. This ozplalna the.telegram 
about the C<>nton ofBoials Mktog aid from 
Kwangsi, and the dlipatch of a diaciplintd 
regiment to the borders. Since then three 
other disciplined rcgtmenta have been aent 
to the Kivangtung and Ilunan border dii- 
triote to reinforce the local levies. But with 
the unlooked for eucooBaee of the Chaoohoa 
rebellion, tho movcra of which have, acoird 
ing to last advices from Canton, been rein 
forced by nearly ,'(,000 hardy Kwangai hill- 
men, tho prospects of the slender Imperial 
army there look dubious. These hillmen 
are of the same class whioh occasioned tho 
Taiping rebellion, aud their wailtke in- 
Btinota and hardihood are a proverb amongst 
the people of the oountry. 

A private letter just reooivod at Shanghai 
from Huohow, Chokiang province, dated 
February 6:h, gives the details of certain 



riotous proo^edingB in that place, we learn 
from the Mercury. The American Baptiati 
have had a station there for many yeara. 
Meeara. Maeon and Fletcher and their fami- 
lies are living there now. It soema that on 
the day that the Magistrate went to wel- 
come apring, it being a pleasant spring-ltke 
day, there were great crowds in the procea- 
sion, which went directly past the Miiaion 
premisea. The mob tried to force the front 
gate, then threw bricka and atones on the 
roof and at the windows. They finally broko 
through the back gate and boRan looting, 
stufiSng eTerything they could np their 
eleeves and under their clothes... .Meun. 
Maaon and Fletcher stood firm, ordering 
them to give up the things they were steal- 
ing and to leave the honie, and|perhapi from 
fear of being Identified and pnnlahed, they 
began to go dovra stairs and file ont. If the 
miasionariea had fied or hidden there might 
have been another Sungpu oose. 



ELECTIONS IN HOLLAND. 

Appeal to the Dutch on a Ifaterial Franchise 
ExtenBlon— Favorable Kesult Expected. 

Thk Haove, April IL-p-Xhrongh the gen- 
eral election in progress to-day it la probable 

that Holland will shortly enter upon an 
era of electoral reform. A month ago the 
electoral reform bill fathered by the govern- 
ment, which materially extended the fran- 
chise, was defeated by the States- General 
hy u small majority. Thereupon the gov- 
ernment decided to appeal to the people, 
and the queen regent issued a dsoree dia- 
solving the house and expreaaing her convic- 
tion that an appeal to the country was nooea- 
sary in order to place tho question of the 
franchise upon a aatisfaotory basis. The 
eleotiou la beiiig couduotod quietly through- 
out tho country. Tho government expects 
a substantial majority.

THE SESSION. 

'W hen the aeasion opened every one who 
took an interest in the public aiF«irs of tho 
Province was thinking and talkini; about 
the Redistrlbntion Bill. To apportion the 

represcntivtion of the Provinoe fairly and 
judiciously was considered a task of qreat 
dolicacy, as well us of great dilGculty, and 
people wondered how the Govtramont would 
perform it. When tho proposals of the 
Government were snbmitted to the House 
the difficulty of their task disappeared as if 
by niBRio. The redi«tribulioD was bjsed on 
a principle so just and nt tho eamo time eo 
simple, that people wondereJ how it was 
that they ever thoagbt failure poasible. The 
dispute between Mainland and Island bad 
completely disappeared, and the qasstion of 
" the balance of power" that had aroused 
BO much and such bitter jealousy in tho 
pist, ard had been tho Ciiuao of so many 
tniaunderstandings and UDpleaaantncascB, 
was aa if it had never existed. Tlie rediatri- 
batiou, JIB regarded the two great sections 
of the Province, was so fairly made that not 
even the vestige of a gronnd for dispute or 
discontent romaincd. This great difficulty 
80 successfully surmounted, the rest 
of the work was very plain sailing. 
The apportionment of tho representation 
on the Island and the Mainland 
may not be theoretically perfect, 
but it was done so fairly and in a way so 
well suited to the cironnistaDoes of the 
Province that the measure underwent won- 
derfully little change in ita paseago through 
the Logialaturo. Tho criliuiams made upon 
it were, considering all things, exceedingly 
mild, and the suggestions offered for ita im- 
provement few and by no means important. 
The Government's Bediatribution Bill, 
which was expoctod to be the great bono of 
contention during tho seaaion, oxcitod but 
little opposition in tho Legislative Apeem- 
bly, and was received by the people of tho 
Provinoe with almost unqualified approba> 
tion. It is, indeed, a measure of which its 
framers may justly feel proud. 

When tho Houso opened there was talk 
among the f|uidnuuoa aliout scandals that 
were to bo ventilated. It was said that not 
a member of the Govornincnt was to be 
allotved to esoapBi Matters were to be 
brought to light which would lower every 
one of them in tho estimation of the people. 
Tho Opposition made a foolilo attempt to 
annoy the Provincial Secretary, and thoy 
tried in their weak way to bait the Loader 
of tho Government, but the soandal buuineas 
turned out to be one of the moat oonteupb' 
ible fizzles in whioh a spiteful and small- 
minded Opposition was over engaged. The 
softndal-moDgors only showed their own 
feoble-miadedness, thoir Bpitflfulnes.? and 
their poverty of roaouroo. It was soon that 
with bX\ their threatening and boasting thoy 
wore not in poBBession of material enough 
out of whioh even a aoaadal of the very 
smalleat dimenaiona could be manufaotured. 
[The attempt to injure the Government by 
trying to convince the oleotora of the Prov- 
inoe that the extension of tho Provinoial 
guarantee to the Nakusp and Slooan rail> 
road was nob " straight) " baa been pro> 
duotive of oonsequenoea wbioh tho Oppoai* 
tion were very far from, foreaeeing. That 
snbjaot ia BO {reah. bi. the memory of our 



readers tb»t;,we tliink we need sot do more 
than alindp to it iierV : ~ : ' 

The Government have durinf^ the sea* 
sion pursued their policy of doing all that 
the finances of the ProTinco will permit 
towards developing ita resources, in giving 
aid to' railroads and other publio works. 
They have giren.^Ahe Kaalo-Slooan railway 
company the additional aid and encourage- 
ment it asked for ; thoy have ofFered help 
to the Chilliwaok road and tho Nicola 
Valley road, beaides giving the 
Kootenay country tho accommodation 
it BO badly needed by extending 
the Provinoial guarantee to the Kaknap & 
Slooan railway. The Government, too, have 
aided and encouraged dyking and draining 
onterpriBsa, whioh aro certain to bo of im- 
mediate bouofit to tho Province, by making 
largo areaa of moat fertile land, now unpro- 
ductive, available for agricultural purposoa. 
Ihiu onlightoned policy, whioh miserly and 
timid politicians deprecate and condemn, is 
exactly what is needed to stimulate tho 
progress and inoroBso tho prosperity of tho 
Province. It will, too, we mb certain, bo 
found in the end to bo greatly more econom- 
ical, iu tho true sense of tho word, than tho 
cbeeae-paring policy of the narrow-minded 
and short sighted politicians who regard all 
expenditure aa extravagance. 

There has been muoh other legislation 
during tho Bosaion whioh will, wo bolievo, 
be found boncliciol to tho Proviuce. Tho 
ilunioipal Act has boea again amended. 
Soma of ^the amendments will, we hope, 
turn out to bo improvements, and some, we 
dare aay, will prove tho rovorso. Tho 
amendment whioh givoa lodgers tho 
privilege of voting for mayor and 
aldermen is a step in tho rifjht 
direction, for it often happens that tho 
lodger in a house is better qualified morally 
and intellectually to vote for a civic official 
than its owner or its occupier. Wo are very 
much miatukon if tho class of men whom 
this amendment enfranchiaea, will not prove 
better qualiCed to oxoroiao tho righta and 
powers of citizenship, than many who have 
hitherto voted at elections as a matter of 
course. 

There are some, no doubt, who believe 
that tho Legislature during tho lato session 
rejected moaaures which should have become 
law. This may bo so. But those who advo- 
cate reforms need not bo disoouragod. Tho 
path of tho reformer is seldom smooth and 
easy. Tho publio generally, are slow to ac- 
cept new ideas, even when accepting them 
would be for tho general good. They will 
have to do what other reformers have done 
before them, which ia to kocp on agitating. 
If what they advocate is good, it will be sure 
to find friends and supportera aooner or 
later; and even if it Is not good, but only 
plausible, it will gain support But, after all, 
it will have to be admitted that the greater 
number of tho propoaala whioh public bodies 
refuse to sanction deserve rejection, and 
thia no doubt can be said of by far the 
greater number of tho measures whioh tho 
representatives of the people of British Col- 
umbia during the aeasion which has just 
ended refused to entertain. 



A STRANOm MISTAKE. 

Senator Mclnnoa in tho Uobato on the 
Addreaa on I ho '20ih of last month, quoted 
aa from tho Colonist an article that ap- 
peared in the Timea of this city, Thia arti- 
cle with ita peculiarly offensive heading is 
published in extenso in tho revised edition 
of the Senate Debates. Tho ofTensivo ex- 
preasion, which waa attributed |to Capt. 
Cox, v.'ic rcpu-liated by that gentleman at 
tho time. Wo are a good deal surprised 
that tho circnmstonoe had escaped the Sen- 
ator's memory and we are still more anr- 
prised that he would quote the article in 
suoh a way as to leave the impreaaion that 
it waa taken from the GoIiOnist.

If it fakea more' 
than the $17,f>00 giiaranteed by the Govern- 
ment to build the road, what oan 'there be 
loft for speculators and politioiana to grab. 
If the workmen and thoso who supply the 
material of the road get all tho $17,500 ex- 
cept a living profit for the oontraotore, ihere 
cannot bo anything in it for outsiders. No- 
thing can be plainer than this. Besides, 
there is ample evidence to show that there 
has not been a single railway built in any 
part of tho province Dt any time for less than 
$17,500 a mile. The facts, so far as known, 
go to confirm Mr. Hunter's estimate. 'That 
gentleman's testimony, coming as it did 
after tho debate on tho Nakusp and Slooan 
railv/ay had been concluded, and oftor tho 
bill bad passed, was peculiarly valuable. 

LORD DSRBTS ADYIQB. 

It ia pleasant to see that Lord Derby, 
now that he is at home and freed from the 
restraints as well as the oaros of ofBoo, takes 
any opportunity that presents itself to say 

a good word for Canada. Tho good word of 
a man of standing and intoUigenco who has 
spent some time in Canada and who had- 
favorable opportunities of observing ita ac- 
tual condtliion and of estimating ita re- 
aouroea ia likely to go a long way with 
British capitalists. Thia is what tho late 
Governor-General of the Dominion said of 
tho condition, tho wants, and tho probpeots 
of Canada at tho annual meeting of tho 
Incorporated Chamber of Commerce of 
Liverpool on tho 2'2nd of last month : 

In the Dominion of Canada there existed 
every coiuliiiou which could nmko a ctmutry 
happy and prosperous. All that it wanted 
for ft large and increasing development was 
a larger pcpuhuion and an icIUix of capital. 
For his own part, whut.ovor might have been 
tho fato of certain enterpriota in time past, 
when tlpit country was practically at a 
greater diatanca from tliciii tlian it was now, 
and when luas waa known about it and coni- 
muuicalion leas frccjuent, ho now believed 
that capital wiaely invcalcd— capital whioh 
waa now on thia side of the water seeking in 
vain iLveatnu'Ut which would bo at least re- 
munerative — would llud ample meana on tho 
Ojber side of tho water of promoting enter- 
prises sound in themselves, for which capital 
alone was required. Neverlhuloas, theao 
enterprises should be carefully watched 
from this side from time to time by those 
who were the promoters. He did not think 
he was going beyond what be had a right to 
say in mentioning that he had often been 
struck by the almost over-trusty way in 
which some enterprises, involving large 
amounts of capital belonging to this country, 
had been extended, and the conduct of 
afl'iira on the other side left almost entirely 
to itself. When thoy considered what a 
short time tho journey took, and how easy 
it was to gut over there, llio thought that if 
some of their entorpriaing friends would 
look at tho opponunitiea of inv( stment in 
Cmadaandat tho prospect of return, and 
mike up thoir minds to take as practical an 
interest in business there aa they would if it 
lay nearer to their own doors, it would bo 
for their own advantauo and tho advan- 
tage of Canada horaolf. There wero minea 
of all deacriptiona ; largo foreat atorea atill 
awaiting lliojo who know how to make use 
(•f them ; whilst in ogricultural produce ho 
almoat hnsilated to form an opinion as to 
tho competition tho unhappy farmers of this 
country would have to undergo in the 
future. All thcoc great induatriea only \fs 
(|uired doN'elopiog, and the Government, aa 
mfist colonial Governments did, endeavored 
to foster and encourage these induatriea. 
He Ijolieved that before many yeara had 
gone by that country would develop in a 
manner possibly not quite numerically equal 
t3 the United States, but in what concerned 
ita essential well-being quite as rapidly, and 
certainly filled by a finer and hardier popu- 
lation. (Applauao. ) 

The exhortation to greater caution in 
niakirg invealmenta and greater watohful- 
nces on tho part of investors ia far from 
being unnecoaaary. 



A GOOD EXAMPLE!. 

We aoo that measures aro hoing taken by 
Mr. James Crawford, Fish Commissioner 
for Waahington State, to send Eastern 
oysters to the Pacific Coast. Thia he does 
on the recommendation of Col. McDonald, 
United States Fish Commibsioner. Tho 
oysters, or tho " spat," aro to bo platted in 
Oyatcr Bay, Olympia, and Willapa Harbor. 
Col. MuDonald believes that the Eastern 
oyster will grow and thrive in the waters of 
tho bays and harbors of the State of Wash- 
ington. If he is right, they will thrive 
equally well in the waters of British Colum- 
bia. If oyster culture suocoedn in tho 
neighboring State, where the couditiona are 
nearly identical with those in this Province, 
there ia nothing to hinder the valuable bi- 
valve being cultivated on this part of tho 
coast. It ia to be hoped that the authorities 
here will follow the good example set by the 
American flah commisoioncra. It will bo 
muoh hotter to try tho oxperirnent for our 
Bclvea than to wait until it ia soon whether 
the Eistorn oyster can bo raised in tho 
waters of tho neighboring State, 

AN EXPERT'S OPINION. 

It is difficult to attach too muoh import 
ance to what Mr. Hunter said on Tuesday 
respecting tho coat of constructing tho 
Nakuap and Slooan railway. Ho ia a prac- 
tical engineer of largo experience. He 
knows aawdl aa any man in the Dominion 
does what it should ooat to bnild a railway 
in any part of thia Province. tTbere ia not 
a single detail of railway building in a 
mountain country with which ho is not well 
acquainted. When ho, therefore, said in 
tho discuasion on tho Railway Aid Act that 
" ho did not think that any monntain rail- 
way can be bnilb ia BriUah Columbia for 
$17,600 a mile," opinion waa . entitled to 
great weight, both in the House and in the 
country. Wo aro not at all surprised that 
Mr. Booth, who has in an eminent degree 
tho gift of plain common sense, said, in 
view of the declaration . made by Mr. 
Hunter, '{Ha would like .to aak what be- 
comes of the talked of b'do'dle (in connec- 
tion yrjthjthe Natdaapand Slooan railway),

A FORTONATELy Unusual case of conceal- 
ment of birth and apparent neglect is at 
present receiving the attention of the police 
and coroner, the latter of whom yesterday 
afternoon presided over an inquest in con- 
nection, held in the city hall committee 
room. The jury was composed of Messrs. 
R. Maynard, M. J. MoCahill, A. Murray, 
R. Murdoch, R. F. Mcintosh and R. 
Crczier, who, after hearing conaiderable evi- 
dence, returned a verdict " that the de- 
oeised " (in infant girl) " was prematurely 
birn, owing to a previous injury to the 
mother, and death was caused by lack of 
cjre and attention at the time of birth." 
The facts, briefly stated, aro that on Mon- 
day night a guest at tho Western bote', 
store street, found the body of tho child 
oinoealed in a sack in the baggage room, of 
which Mary Waller, one of the chamber- 
maids, had a key. This was reported to 
the police, by whose request Dr. Lang went 
to tho hotel and saw tho body, as well as 
Mary Waller, the latter being confined to 
her room by illness. He gave an his opinion 
in the coroner's court that eho had recently 
given birth to the child, though her room- 
mate, Tekla Ahohi, swore that she had no 
knowledge of this fact. After making a 
post mortem examination he also usaerted 
that the child had been bora living and 
perished through aegleot. !the police will 
take furtlisr action in the matter,

THE HEAEING OPENED. 



Hnirh Lynu Placed Upon His Trial for 
: . the Murder, ..of Greea 



His Indian Companion Jeuule Gives 
Strougf Testimony for 
the Crown.

Xhe preliminary examination ef Hugh 
Lynn, charged with the wilful murder of 
John Green and Thomas Taylor, at Savary 
Island in Ooiober last, opened yesterday 
oftornoon in tho Provincial police court, 
Mr. E. Pierson, J. P., presiding and Super 
intendonb Husaey prosecuting. Lynn was 
not yet represented by counsel and deelinod 
to say anything in regard to the case until 
he had been legally advised. 

Superintendent of Police F. S. Hussey 
first took tho stand and introduced the oaso 
by outlining its history, the particulars 
given in this evidence being much the same 
as published in the Colonist of yesterday. 
Lynn maintained an attitude of apparent in- 
difference during the recital of the facte, 
link by link, but seemed more interested 
when hia Indian wife Jennie, Qaee>ah or 
Mrs. Boketo, was called upon for her testi- 
mony. 

She told how eho had become ooquaintod 
with Lynn throe years ago, living with 
him since then, and bow she had in October 
last accompanied him on a hunting expedi- 
tion to tho North. Returning they camped 
for four days on Savary Island, where they 
tvere joined by four Fort Rupert Indiana 
(three of theni the men who wore 
brought down from Alort Bay a 
few wcelca ago). The liquor flowed 
freely and " all hands " felt merry. 
Tho next day she (Jennie) felt very 
ill, as a conseciucnco of the jubilation of tho 
previous night — too miserable to gob up. 
The Indians had left and sho was lying in 
bod when her little boy came and called her, 
saying hu had hoard shots fired — which she 
also had heard. Ho ran out in tho direction 
of Green's house and soon after returned 
with tho news that the two white men were 
dead — shot. 

Lynn also camo in very shortly after- 
wards, " acting crazy like," and carrying 
with him two shotguns, a rifle, a quantity 
of goods of all sorts and a little tin box, 
which she subsequently disoovored contain- 
ed money. He did nob soy whore ho got 
the things and she did not ask ; ho told her 
to get up and hustle the things into tho 
skiff— that they had to leave at once. This 
she did, and they left tho island soon after, 
she not having gono near tho house. 

Half way over to the Mainland Lynn 
stopped the skiff and said he was afraid to 
trust her with such a secret, and thought he 
bad better kill her too. He had his rifle 
drawn upon her and she was too frightened 
either to speak or move. Changing his 
mind a few minutes later, ho hastily 
bundled the things up— guns, dry goods and 
everything— and sank them in the water, 
landing then on the Mainland betWQon 
Comox and Cape Mudge, His next move 
was to cast tho boat adrift and invest in the 
canoe with which they had ever since been 
dodging from place to place — sneaking and 
hiding. 

Several times Lynn had drawn a knife 
upon hor and threatened to kill her and her 
boy, Sho lived in constant fear of bis 
carrying this threat into execution, and 
after they had reached tho ranch 
where tho arrest was made tried 
to get away to Port Townsend alone, 
Lynn would not hoar of such an arrange- 
ment, however, and took her over in the 
canoe. It was because she was afraid, for 
hor own life and her boy's, that she had 
sent tho lud to school in Taooma— just to 
get him out of the way, 

Lynn declined to croas-examlne, and tho 
icquiry was thea adjourned for eight days,

After tho opening routine a deputation of 
High School boya, composed of Walter 
Smith, W. N, Wiusby and E. P. Johnston, 
aalu d the support of tho board on behalf of 
a cricket club just formed by the eghool. 

The members of the board thoURht that 
perhitpd privito subscriptions would bo the 
bcBL way to help the elul, aud pronjiscd as 
individuals to aoai-'it the buys in their effort. 

A letter from J. Stuart Yates was toad 
B'ating that as section 2 of tho now amend- 
ment to the school loi provides that 
any trustee who during his term of oiiioo 
shall cease to be an actual resident in tho 
district for whioh he is a trustee, shall ipso 
facto forfeit bis seat, he therefore re- 
gretted he was no longer a member of the 
board. 

TitusTEE Marchant heard the letter road 
with regrot and thought the clause unneces- 
sary as tho citizens should be allowed to 
choose any trustees they wanted. lu Mr, 
Yatts' case, that gentleman practically waa 
a resident of tho oity and he doubted if tho 
clause should alliict him. Ho moved that 
the letter bo received with regrot and that 
tho scat be not declared vacant, but that 
the Attornoy-Goneral's opinion be obtained 
oa tho point. 

TuusTi'.E SAUNDicn.s oeoouded tho resolu- 
tion, giving as his reason that us Mr, Yates 
had his place of business in town he should 
n'>t bo excluded from hia seat bocauao he 
livea on the outskirts of the city. 

Trustees Lovell and Glover exproasod 
a similar view, and tho resolution was car- 
ried. 

H. Ilobbes wrc to objecting to his children 
attending mixed claaees, and asked that this 
bi changed. The letter was filed, the secre- 
tary to leply that the board could not com- 
ply with the rtqueat. 

Elford & Smith, contractors for tho North 
Ward school, wrote offering to allow §200 
if tho boiler placed in the senool by tho sub- 
contractor was aooeptedf and' would give 
bonds to roplaco it if not found satisfaotory. 

Trustee Lovell objected strongly to the 
boiler being accepted, as the arofaiteob re- 
fuaed to receive it. 

Tbdsiek Saunders held, however, that 
with the present proposition before them 
the board would be taking uo'ritk if they 
accepted the boiler ; therefore he mpved 
that the offer be accepted. 

This was seconded by Trustee Glover, but 
Trustee Marchant, in the absence of Mr. 
Yates, thought that decision should bs 
postponed until tho question of that gentle- 
man s seat bo settled. Ho moved in amend- 
ment that tho matter bo deferred till Mon- 
day at 4 o'clock, when a special meeting to 
consider it bo hold in the secretary's oflioo. 
This was carried, the main resolution being 
withdrawn by consent. 

It was decided that tho services of the in- 
spectors of works at tho North and South 
ward schools bo dispensed with. 

Tho usual batch of applioatioDS from 
would-be janitorB was laid on the table, and 



a number ora'aoounta were read^ond ordered 
paid if found correct. • ■ ,. / 

The attendance at tho schools for the 
month waa as follows : ii-verago attendance, 
1,715.05; actual daily atteuuonoe, l,C96.2(i; 
number enrolled, 1,972; average per 
teacher, 47. 

It v«as moved by Trustee Marchant, sec- 
ended by Trustee Saunders, that tho City 
Council bo requested to make roadways 
towards tho beach adjacent to Foul 
Bay or any other suitable part 
of the foreshore, whereby tho large 
quantities of drift wood might bo collected 
for publio and private purposes. This, he 
said, would be a real benefit to the public 
and would clear up tho beaches and make 
them more prtsantablo. Carried, 

Trustee Marchant moved that Trustees 
Lovell, Glover and the mover be 
u committee to report upon the 
amount of salaries to be paid to 
teachers in tho two new sohoola, and also 
if any changes should bo made in tho present 
teaching stall. Carried. 

Tho board adjourned shortly before 10 
o'clock.

Fartlngr Aicldreas to the Sixth Legiela- 
tare-Bills That Are 
New Law. 



Otliev llattevs Which Have Beeu 
Attended to-Forinal Corenionies 
of Prorogation. 

The fourth and last aesaion of thd sixth 
legislature of Britieh Columbia was pro- 
rogued yeaterday aftarnooB. la responae to 
the general invitation iasned to ttie pubiio, 

and the low special oarda which there had 
been time to send out, there (vaa a largo 
attendanoo at the closing ooremony. The 
reserved chairs placed upon tlie floor of the 
house were nearly all ooonpied, there being 
« larg^ nomlier of ladle? pce^ent, and the 
galleries also were crowded. The jadioiary 
were repreaonted by Hon. Mr. Justioa 
Crease, and tho clorgy by Right Rev. 
Bishop Perrin, Rev. Dr. Armstrong, Rev, 
P. MoF. Maoleod, and Rav. E. Robson, In 
the Beats adjoining the throne, besides sev- 
eral other members in other parts of tho 
chamber. At three o'clock tho Speaker, 
Hon. D. W, Higgins, took hia aoouatoined 
Beat, and thoprccoodings of tho last sitting 
of the legislature wore opened by tho read- 
ing of tho daily prayers by Rev, E. Robjon. 

Outside the building there was also a 
large crowd of spootators, interested in the 
attendant military ceremonies. The Union 
Jack flying from the main departmental 
building proclaimed the holiday event to all 
passers by, and quite early in tho afternoon 
several hundred persona had gathered about 
tho grounds and in tho drill hall, where tho 
guard of honor paraded for inspcotiou soon 
after 2 o'clock. Tho men looked very 
Boldierlike, in their neatly fitting uniforms, 
With belts and helmets of spotless white, 
and ornaments polished to the most ad- 
mirable degree of brilliancy. The guard 
was in command of Captain W. B. Small- 
field, and. the other officers were Lieut. B. 
Williams, Lieat. Ross Monro and Lieut. 
M. G. Blanohard; while Sergeant Major 
Mulcahy was as naual la evidence, keeping 
a watchful eye to see that no detail of 
the preparations should be omitted. 
A detachment from the band also paraded, 
and near 3 o'otook beaded tho march from 
the drill hall through tho government 
grounds to the entrance on Birdcage Walk, 
where the guard, in the familiar two lines, 
awaited the coming of the Lieutenant- 
Governor. His Honor arrived promptly, of 
course in hia official uniform and cocked 
hat, ooooinpanied in hia carriage by Major 
P. -E. Irving as A. D. C, and as ho passed 
the guard presented arms and tho strains of 
tho national anthem were heard. His 
Honor entered tho chamber attended by 
Lieut.-Col. J. Peters, D.A.G., Major 
G. A. L, Rawatorne, R, M. A., 
and Capt. A. W. Jones, all in 
the glory of military full dress, besides the 
A.U C, and the private eeorotory, E. A. 
Jacob, tho members of this attendant etatT 
taking pontiona on each side of the 
Speaker's chair, constituting the throne oc- 
cupied by the Lieutenant-Governor. The 
Premier, don. Theodore Divio, and bis col- 
leagues of tho executive — with the excep- 
tion of Hon. C. E. Pooley, now in England 
—were in their places, and so were nearly 
aii the members of the Legislature. 

BILLS ASSENTED TO. 

The Clerk, Thornton Fell, read the list of 
bills to be asseuted to— which were exclu- 
sive of course of the twelve to which His 
Honor had already signifiad assent, on the 
occasion of his two special visits to tho 
house during the seseion.

Having read tho titles of the billa above 
mentioned, the Clerk made tho usual proc- 
lamation that " In Her Majcaty'a name the 
Lieutenant-Governor doth assent to these 
bills." 

TuE SrEAKEU signified to His Honor 
that the house bad passed also a bill " for 
granting certain suras of money for the pub- 
lic service of the province of British Colum- 
bia," and the Clerk announced the royal as- 
Bent to this also, 

SPKECK FRO.M TlIU THRONE. 

His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor then 
road tho following apoeoh from tho throne : 
Mr. Speaker and OentleTiten of the Legida- 

live A aaemhly : 
I ihank you for tho ciro ond deliberation 
wiih which you h'jvu diruhurgod tho duties 
thtir, hi»vo devolved upou you during tho 
eesBlnu 

'I'hi: billa which ynu h:>vo psiased making 
fiir'.lier pruviaiuu uini rta;)(.ct to tho aoveral 
railv.uy euterpriiea towurilB which aid was 
granttd at your last Bosaion will, I hope, be 
found not only to securo tho coniplotion and 
operation cf these iiupoitant undertakiiiga, 
but also to attain this desirable end without 
imposing any undue burden upon tho coun- 
try. 

The same result will also, I trust, be 
attained from the provision now made with 
regard to the Fraser river bridge. 

■The measure which you have adopted to 
faoUitato the drainage, dyking and irriga- 
tion of lands will, I think, result in bring- 
ing under cultivation largo areaa of rich 
land, hitherto unproductive, and tho agri- 
cultural industries of tho province will also 
be fostered by the bills dealing respectively 
with dairying, the board of horticulture, 
and the department of sgrloulturo. 

The various amendments which you have 
made to the laws of property, afieotlug not 
only the business oommnnfty, but private 
individuals, are, I believe, founded on the 
prlncipFes of natural equity, and the altera- 
tions in and proviaion for earrying out the 
details of civil prooednre in the courts will, 
I trust, be found to relieve suitors and 
others from considerable inoonvenlenro. 

The basis of representation iu tho legis- 
lative assembly which you have established, 
and tho amendments which you bavo made 
to the law dealing with electors and elec- 
tions, will commend themselves to tho 
country at large. 

L thank you far tho supplies which you 
have voted for tho public service. Care will 
bo taken that they aro applied in tho man- 
ner by which its efEcIency will bo tho most 
increased, 

In taking leave of you, permit me to ex- 
press tho desire that you may experience a 
prosporouB year, and that your labors out of 
session may be as useful and personally 
beneficial as they have during your attend- 
ance in these lialls been to the province. 

PROROOATION. 

Hon. Col. B.^KiiR, provincial secretary, 
announced Hia Honor's will and pleasure 
that the legislature should stand prorogued 
until again summoned for the despatch of 
business. 

The proceedings thua terminated, tho 
Lieutenant-Governor and hia atafi passed 
out, and as Hia Honor drove off in state the 
guard again gave the oomplimentaty gen- 
eral salute, then returning via Birdcage 
walk and Belleville and Menzles streets to 
the drill hall. 

WORK or THE SESSIO.V. 

The legislature opened on tho 18th of 
January, and thus lasted only one week less 
than three months, being In length about 
the average of lato years. Tho volume of 
public and private acta, bound and indexed 
and laid complete upon tho members' desks 
juat before prorogation, owing to tho com- 
mendable promptitude of theQ aeon's Printer's 
well-managed ofTico, sbowsa total of G-4 billa 
to which the royal assent has boon given. 
There wore 90 billa introduced during the 
aessioD, but 26 of these wero withdrawn or 
defeated at some stage of thoir procreas 
through the house. A complete sot of tho 
Votes and Proceedings, alao bound, was 
likewise supplied to each member. In the 
twelve weeks of the sefslon tha legislature 
held sittings on 51 days. 

There wek'e aa usual a great variety of 
subjeola which engaged tho attention of the 
legislature, besides those which came up in 
conaeotion with the bills. The first of 
these was the adviiability of the recogni- 
tion of silver as legal tender, which was re- 
solved on tho motion of H( n Col. Bakor in 
the opening days. Several resolutions 
urged upon thcj Dominion government the 
importance of iniprovementa to navigation, 
moved by Mr. Croft respecting tha Kokailah 
Chcmninua and Cowichan rivers ; Mr. Kul- 
llo roHpectiog tho Columbia rivor ; and Mr, 
Punch respecting llio Nikomokl, Serpentine 
and Campbell rivers. Kindred resolutions 
also adopted v/iiq those of Mr. Ilorno for 
tho transfer of authority over False creek to 
the province ; by Mr. Kitohcn, relating to 
the tidal limit for salmon fiahing in thf 
Fraeor ; by Mr, Punch for tha reETibval of 
Buraaby shoal ; by Lir. Home, for tho 
acquirement of ?o{nt Roberts by the Do- 
minion in tho interest of tho salmon fishing 
industry ; by Hon. Mr. Davie, for tho 
damming up of Nicomen slough to prevent 
the flooding of adjoining lands. On Dr. 
Watt's motion it was resolved to ask the 
Dominion for three-fourths of the Chinese 
ontry tax and that this should be raised to 
SIOO. Mr. Adams had carried a reooni- 
inend,>tion that tho duties on rubber goods, 
agricultural implomonta and machinery 
ahould bo reduced ; that a mail aorvico 
should bo eatiiblishod between 150- Mile House 
and tho Horsefly country ; that tho rjiil- 
way passenger and freight rates should bo 
ao regulated oa to prevent discrimination 
against localitiea ; and that n commitleo be 
appointed to inquire into tho poasibililiea 
for dairying and hop growing in U.'.riboo and 
the other territory north of tho CP, H. This 
committee neportod in favor of sending an 
export dairyman through tho country 
mentioned. Other useful anleot committoea 
wore those on forestry and on irrigation, 
appointed on motion of Dr. Watt. 
At Mr. Kellie'a instance tho. Dominion 
government will lie petitioned to establish 
a county court judgo in West Kootenay ; 
and in accordance with a motion by Mf. 
Horno tho Dominion go vcinnionc will be again 
urged to have a judge of tho Supreme court 
of the province resido at Vaooouver. Mr.

MRS. FRENCH-SHELDON'S SCHEME 
. ffiR AN AFRICAN GiyiLIZATION. 



ghe Wants Indnstrlonsi IntelliEent SIcii 
and Women oa Well as Money to Do It. 
A DlfflQult 'TD'Qdertaklnii Pi:oposea — Tbo 
Flttofey Afrloaa X^plorei Interriewed.

Perhaps the most praoticablo — cer- 
tainly tijo most iutorcstiug — sclionio for 
tlio civilizing of a barbarous pcoplo and 
the rocluruation of a tangled wilderness 
that has yet hmn proposed is the one 
Tjronght forward by a woman who 
wishes to tranaforni Gushaland, on the 
eastern coast of Africa, from a wild re- 
gion peopled only by blflck savages to a 
well ordered, well cultivated country, 
peopled by intelligent whites and civi- 
lized blacks. 

This woman is Mrs, M. Fronoh-Shel- 
don, whose trip into African regions, 
some of them not before visited by any 
of the white race, made without the 
company of any persons of her own col- 
or, at once placed her name apon tlio 
roll of those whoso accomplishments are 
wortliy to rank ns extraordinary. 

In a certain sense the carrying out of 
this now idea will be inojedilHcnlt than 
was her first adventure. Though it may 
not require so great a degree of per- 
sonal courage, it cannot bo nccomplisbod 
witliout the expenditure of a great deal 
of money, most of which has yet to bo 
raised, the cnliHting of a large number 
of earnest, intelligent, competent men 
and the thorough organization of a vast 
and complicated business cou'^orn. But 
while Mrs. French-Sheldon appreciates 
fully the diflkmlties of tlio task which 
she has set bctore bonsolt sbo still pos- 
sesses that abounding laith in her abil-

ity to accomplish, which was perhaps 
her greatest strength during her joarney 
of nearly a thousand miles through 
African wilds, and when sho talks of 
her project there is in her voice no note 
of uncertainty or doubt as to the out- 
come of lier efforts. 

"A largo portion of eastern Africa," 
she said to mo tlio other day, "is of ex- 
traordinary fertility. Flax and cotton 
and coffee, fruits in tho greatest profu- 
sion, timber of many and valuable sorts, 
coal, iron, silver, copper, lead and gold 
and a wonderful wealth of animal life 
abound. In short, east Africa is a land 
of abundance in every respect. The in- 
habitants aro savages in tho sense that 
they aro quite undeveloped intellectual- 
ly and industrially, but they are amia- 
blei quick to learn and prone to imitate 
the ways of tho whites. They aro in- 
dolent because niituro furnishes tho 
necessaries of lite, as tliey live, without 
exacting any effort to speak of on their 
part. They are in a certain way lax in 
morals because they know no better. 
The missionaries have striven hard to 
civilize and Christianize them, but 
mostly without success. But if tho ne- 
groes could be taught to see tho possi- 
bilities of life and tbo resources of their 
own country, if they could bo taught to 
understand tliat there is a bettor way 
than theirs, they would become an im- 
portant part of tho world's industrial 
population, and their country -would con- 
tribnto an almost incalculable amount 
to the world's wealth. 

"It occurred to mo whilo I was still 
among them tliat tlio surest way to ele- 
vate tlieiii, to make them industrious 
and ambitious, to develop the wondrous 
richness of their country, would bo to es- 
tablish manual training posts, medical 
stations and schools for nurses and to 
place the stations in charge of earnest, 
ambitious, competent white persons. 
To some extent, yon see, my plan in- 
cludes colonization, I would have my 
white cnlonisrs teach tho native African 
bow to It ll lii.s magnificent timber scien- 
tifically and then economically convert 
it into beams and boards; to turn his 
bananas into flour, as tliey do in tho 
Sandwich Inlands; to gather and .'lell his 
fruits and nuts; to spin and weave his 
cotton and flax and wool; to tan tho 
hides of biscattlo iiiul of tho wild boasts 
that roam tho sands and jungles of the 
dark continent; to work his own ivory; 
to mine his oro and coal and make and 
work his own iron; to build houses and 
forsake living in huts; to clothe himself 
in fabrics of his own weaving. I would 
have tho colonists teach tho savage tho 
possibilities that may be actualities i£ 
he will but avail himself of tho twin 
geniuses of industry and commerce and 
at tho same time instruct him in sani- 
tation, in morals and in tho gentler side 
of life. Those who woald do this must 
bo high minded as well as intelligent, 
earnest and efficient, and so I want only 
such men and women to join my forces. 
I do not want dudes, for east Africa is 
no place for cigarettes and patent leath- 
•er shoes, nor do I want persons entirely 
without money or who have failed at 
everything they liavo hitherto under- 
taken. I wiint strong, healthy men, 
who have enough money to pay their 
way there and lots of energy and ambi- 
tion — mariied men who will go and 
take their families with them i unmar- 
ried men who will bo content to forego 
the refinements'of oivilizaMon aDtilsnoh 



time as they shall be created there by 
the efforts of the men themselves; men 
who oan pnt_ap and run sawmills, sugar 
refineries, woolen mills, flax mills, 

forges, foundries and plantations; 
young physicians who can take care of 
tho health of their fellow colonists aad 
help in teaching tho natives how to live; 
unmarried women to help in the schools, 
to act as nurses and dressmakers and in 
dozens of other capacities and, perhaps, 
in time to join their fortunes to those of 
tho unmarried men and by practical 
example teach tho natives how to estab- 
lish and maintain civilized Christian 
homM, ' 

"For tho rigbt sort of persons who 
will go with mo to Gushaland there are 
opportunities not only to assist in a 
great movement of civilization, but also 
for tho winning of such financial re- 
wards as cannot bo found anywhere ex- 
cept in now territory and by pioneers. 
There will ho hardships, and thoro will 
bo severo toil and some privation, but 
much less than are suilered by most 
pioneers, for tho climate of Gushaland, 
although It lies between tho tropics, be- 
ing located on the liver Jnba, is excel- 
lent because of tho elevation, and tho 
natives, if rightly handled, need never 
bo antagonized, and there will bo no 
dread of h'ostilo aborigines, such as has 
been felt by pioneers in almost every 
other land." 

There is not space enough at my dis- 
posal here to enter into further details 
as to Mrs. French-Sheldon's plans. Sho 
is enthusiastic in bur belief in tho feasi- 
bility of them and intensely active 
in tlie prosecution of tlio preliminary 
work. The proceeds of her writings and 
li.'ctures concerning her first expedition 
to Africa are being used to meet tho 
preliminary expenses of her second. Sho 
has already received letters from more 
than 8,000 persons who have heard of 
her plans and desire to join their for- 
tunes to those of so plucky a woman in 
tho prosecution of a work so important 
to so largo a portion of the human race 
as is that which she proposes. She ex- 
pects to start some time daring tho com- 
ing fall or winter.

What tlio Caaadiau-Alagkan Survey 
Party Ilopa to Acnonipllsli 
This Year. 



TIio Work Will Likely Be Coniiileted- 
Moaut Logan the HiglieHC 
in America- 



The Canadian survey party who, under 
Mr. W. F. King, are to bo engaged this 
summer on tho Alaeka-Bcitiah Columbia 
survey, are busy getting ready for tb^ir 
work ond organizing for tho arduoua duties 
that lie before them. Besides Mr. W. F. 
King, the chief of the patty^ there are 
seven surveyors, and each of these will have 
under him a skilled assistant in photo- 
graphic work (for tho camera will be used 
for Eurveying purpoaef-), a cook and three 
packmen. On Fridiky James Gibbons and 
W. Ogilvie leave on tho Topeka for tho 
North with thoir parties, Mr. Ogilvio will 
work near Fort ^^'rangel and Mr. Gibbons 
near Junoau. Mr. King, who, with Mr. 
Brabazon, Mr. McArthur, Mr. Talbot and 
partiea and Mr, H, N. Toploy, the photo- 
grapher of tho expedition, loavea on Monday 
by tho Thistle, will land the various aur- 
veyors who acoonipany him at Lynn canal 
and westward, and will later on pick up Mr. 
Ogilvie'e party and move them further north 
in tho direction of Mount St. Elias. Mr. 0. 
Klolz and Mr. St. Uyr leave on tho '20th by 
the BoBoowitz for the head of Portland 
Channel, and Mr. Klotz will h&vo a small 
steamer for use in going from one pirt of 
the coast to another. After all tho parties 
are located the Tbietle will be placed at tho 
disposal of Mr- Ogilvie for the remainder of 
the summer to direct the different parties, 
he having charge of the survey after Mr. 
King returns from the North, which ho ex- 
pects to do about tho ond of May. Mr, 
Topley returns with him and will then make 
an extensive trip through tho Province, in- 
apeoting tho various Indian reaervatione, 
making ixtonsivo examinations and photo- 
graphing tho different reserves, with a view 
to informing the Government of tho pro- 
gress and history of the Indiana and show- 
ing what haa been done by tho Government 
to civilize them. Mr. Toploy'a duty while 
North ia to photograph gluoiere, atudy tho 
geology and tho action and recession of 
glaciers, to complete tho rcsuarchea already 
begun by him in thia direction. 

I'ho American survey party expect to 
meet Mr. King at Juneau about May ,'>, and 
Mr. Robertson of the Canadian party will 
accompany ooo party of them up tho Gliil- 
cat river, at; the head of Lynn c.mal. An- 
other American party goca up the Chilcoot, 
which also empties into tho canal, but tho 
Canadian pirty will not bo repreaentcd on 
it aa already nil the information they re(|uiro 
haa been furniahed by Mr. Ogilvio, whose 
explortatioMS in that part of tho country are 
already well known. Little ia known, how- 
ever, of the Chilctt, though a man named 
6 avo, one of Stanley's old explorers in 
Africa, ia known to have found a way into 
the interior in 1891. 

If it can be managed without delaying 
the work of the snrvey Mr. McArthur is to 
bo given an opportunity of making the at 
tempt to ascend to the summit of Mount St, 
Elias. 

In this oonneotiou Mr, Iting remarked 
that the uau illy accepted idea haa been that 
Mount St. Eliaa ia tho tallest peak on the 
AmericiU o mtinent. It hua usually been 
m,^«ratood to bo 18,000 feet high, and a 
mountain !n o'.i Mexico waa claimed 
to bo 18,500 foot high. However when 
the American ooaat survey notes were being 
worked out it waa found that Mount Loguu, 
wbi9^ iics further b-ck from tho ooiist 
than Mount Sc. Elias _ and in iioknow- 
lodged even by tho American contention to 
bo in Canadian territory, was 10,600 feet 
high. Conacquently, Canada has undoubt- 
edly the tallest mountain on the continent. 
It has three peaks, the tallest 
called Logan, in honor of Sir 
William Logan, Canada's preat geologist. 
Tho woik of the aurvey will piobably finish 
at the end of September, when tho partiea 
will return for tho winter. Under tho first 
arrangement between Canada and tho 
United States, the whole woik was to bo 
completed by November next, but on tho 
roproBcntationa of Mr. Kirg, of tho Can;i 
dian, und Professor Mendenliall, of the U, 
S. survey, tl'o time was extended till De 
cember .'U, ISd't Sj if all the data are not 
gathered this >ear to defane tho limits be- 
tween Canada and Alaska, there still re- 
mains another summer to complete the 
work.

Tho asBaaaination at Shanghai, on March 
28, of Kin Ok Kin, tho last of the royal 
Korean house of that name, will recall viv- 
idly to many the now ten-year-old story of 
tho second Korean outbreak, of which he 
was leader. 

It was on tho evening of the 7th of Do- 
cember, ISS l, while tho chief oQicers of tho 
Korean government with many members of 
tho nobility wore feasting together in cele- 
bration of tho opening of a now post office, a 
carefully planned attack was made upon the 
niombora of tho government. At the head of 
tho oonapirucy was Kin Ok Iviu, monibcr of 
a regal f »mily, who, after a short; visit to 
Japan, had returned homo imbued with 
lofty ideas as to hia country's future, and 
had formed a so-called Progreaaive party to 
assert its independence, and specially to 
check tho galling intetferenoa of China in 
ita affairs. 

Tho atrugglo was short but sanguinary, 
and soon the government, with the aid of 
the Chinese troops then stationed at Soul, 
gained the ascendancy. Flushed with suc- 
cess, the victors turned upon the Japanese, 
regarding them as in some sonso responsible 
for tho revolt, and after a stout resiatanca 
Tiiktzoyo gathered together hia Irgition 
stair und other Japanese residents us bad 
sought the shelter of their country's flag, 
and retreated to the sea coast, leaving the 
legation wrapped in flames. 

Kin Ok Kin, Boku Yet Ko and other 
leaders in the outbreak went into conceal- 
ment, seizing tho first opportunity of 
escape to Japan, which has always 
— "'''h, it U alleged, somo reason — 
been regaided by these diecontcnts aa a sure 
standby and support. Kin among the 
others left Ninsen in the Chitoae Maru on 
December 13, 1884, ond went to Japan, 
V, hero ho adopted tho JapanoEO name of 
Iwata Shusaku. Ho was suspected by tho 
Japanese Government of being concerned in 
Oi Kenlaro'a plot lo raise the standard of 
rebellion in tho peninsula, and was ban- 
ished, firat to tho Benin islands and then to 
Hokkaido, being allowed at length, ou tho 
plea of ill-health, to return to Tokyo. 

More than once attempts have been made 
upon his lifo. There is but too much 
reason to suapeot thit tho Korean cabinet 
desired hia removal, ond would not atick at 
any means of accomplishing that end. Of 
course one of the first steps taken after bis 
flight was to destroy every member of his 
house— wife, childrea and relatives all 
fell victims to the vengeance of big enemies 
—but ao long ia the Kin himself remained 
alive there were men ia Soul who felt that 
danger hourly menaced them. Why the as- 
aasain should have waited till Shruighai was 
reached it ia impoasible to aay — though those 
who have closely followed the history of 
Korean affairs in tho last decade will draw 
their own conolueiona.

WORK FOR UNEMPLOYED, 

Australasian State Schemes to Protect the 
Distressed— Government Enterprlsfs— 
New ijcttlemeuts. 

Syunkv, X S.W., March 17. — la rospocso 
to general demands that tho government 
should afford assistance to tho unemployed, 
scores of deputations representing them 
have waited upon the Premier, Sir Georgo 
Dibbs, during the past two months, and tho 
Cabinet by a majority vote has given ita ap- 
proval to u Echerno of state aid by which the 
govornineDt will bear tho expenae of clearing 
2,000 farms of 150 oores eauh, which will be 
leased out to skilled people. It is estimated 
that an expenditure of §1,000,000 will make 
the land ready for tho farmer, and that the 
stato will muko a goodly interest on the in- 
voatmeut by leasing the land for wheat 
growing at the rate of $1.25 an acre a year, 
liy adopting the system of small contracts 
for oloaring the land over 10,000 people can 
bo employed. 

Adluide, South Australia, March 17.— 
A delegation representing five thousand of 
tho unemployed, all heads of families, and 
accompanied by several labor members of 
parliament, has watted upon Premier King 
aton and demanded that thoy be allowed to 
break a BuflUoient quantity of atono to enable 
them to pay their rent and other liabilities. 
It is contended that tho presout syatem of 
atone breaking adopted by tho Government, 
which provides for two yards and a half of 
atone breaking for one i.veek's rationa, with 
out money, did not aottle the unemployed 
tjueotion. Premier Kingston replied that 
while the government waa doing ita best it 
could not grapple to a full extent with tho 
unemployed question, and that all it could 
do was to provide work in order that abso- 
lute starvation might be avoided. 

HoBAKT, Tasmania, March 17 — In reply to 
urgent repreaentationa from Premier Pat- 
terson, of Victoria, Prime Minister Dobaon 
and his cabinet have agreed to sanction ex- 
pcr'tnontal aottleinenta of the unemployed 
on the islands of tho atraits to cultivate 
fisheries. Settlementa will bn established 
MXt week on the Flinders, Kings, Cape, 
Birren and Kent group islands, 

IN DARKEST AFBICA. 

Serious Charges Uode Against the Governor of 
tbo Canieroons— AtroclouB Treatment 
of Prisoners. 

Bhrlix, April 11. — Extracts from the 
diary of a resident of tho Camcroona wero 
published here to-day. The writer charges 
Aasesaor Sehlau, the Governor's subslituto 
and leader of the expedition, with ordering 
that tho throata of old female prisoners bo 
cut. Three of his prisoners are said to have 
died of hunger. Twelve othera wero bound 
to the roiliuga of the ship for daya without 
drink, completely exposed to the tropical 
heat, and with worma breeding in their 
wounded logs aud arms. When half dead 
they were shot. It ia reported that Herr 
Loist, Chancellor of the Canieroona, who is 
onawerable for the recent floggings ; Major 
Worchetn, thu acting governor of East 
Africa, and Major Franooia, commandiog in 
Southwest Africa, will bo recalled,

Madrid, April 11.— The. announoement 
made yesterday ot the formal withdrawal of 
Sonor Emilio Castelar from the Republicans, 
and his alliance with the Monarchists, 
caused great excitement. Several other 
Republicans will follcfw him.
